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TO  HIS  HONOR  THE  MAYOR  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL: 

The  City  of  Newburyport ' s Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1982  to  June  30,  1983. 

This  department  has,  as  in  the  past  worked  with,  and  for,  the  residents 
of  Greater  Newburyport  in  order  to  assist,  advise  and  correct  numerous 
details  which  arise  concerning  public  health. 

Programs  falling  into  this  category  include  the  following:  Issuance  of 
burial  permits,  catering  permits,  electrical,  plumbing  and  gas  permits, 
food  service  permits,  frozen  dessert  licenses,  funeral  directors'  licen- 
ses, a variety  of  health  regulations,  massage  licenses,  milk  and  ice 
cream  licenses,  milk  dealers'  permits,  mobile  food  service  permits,  pas- 
teurization permits,  retail  food  licenses,  septic  applications  and  in- 
staller's permits,  as  well  as  works  with  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics. 

A large  portion  of  the  department's  work  is  concerned  with  complaint 
activity  which  varies  from  season- to-season,  i.e.  heat  problems,  tenant- 
landlord  concerns,  housing  inspections,  restaurant  inspections,  and  a 
myriad  of  miscellaneous  complaints. 

The  Health  Department  works  in  conjunction  with  the  Newburyport  Housing 
Authority  in  housing  inspections  for  Section  VIII  rent  subsidies.  In 
the  past  year,  there  has  been  much  involvement  between  this  department 
and  agencies  at  the  state  level  regarding  matters  of  pollution,  sewerage 
and  other  subjects  requiring  mutually  cooperative  endeavor. 

Flu  vaccine  is  annually  distributed  to  public  health  clinics  (adminis- 
tered by  nurses  of  the  Health  Center),  and  to  private  physicians  and 
nursing  homes  in  Newburyport,  Newbury,  Rowley,  Salisbury  and  West 
Newbury.  Biologies  are  distributed  to  private  physicians,  nursing  homes, 
the  Health  Center,  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital  and  schools  in  the  Newbury, 
Rowley,  Salisbury,  West  Newbury  and  Newburyport  areas.  These  include 
diptheria/tetanus/pertussis;  flu;  measles/mumps/rubella;  polio;  tetanus/ 
diptheria;  immune  serum  globulin;  tetanus  toxoid;  T.B.  Tine;  Tuberculin 
P.P.D.  and  typhoid.  Information  is  also  made  available  to  those  persons 
traveling  internationally  regarding  what  immunizations  they  may  require. 

Each  year  a Rabies  Clinic  is  held  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Henry  B. 
Lyons.  At  the  last  clinic  100  dogs  and  10  cats  were  vaccinated.  The 
department  has  worked  with  Tuberculosis  Clinics,  and  Reportable  Diseases 
are  also  processed  relative  to  both  residents  and  non-residents. 

The  Plumbing,  Electrical  and  Gas  Inspectors,  as  well  as  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  work  out  of  the  Health  Department  on  a part-time 
basis.  The  Board  of  Health  also  has  responsibility  over  the  dumping 
contract  and  matters  of  trash  removal.  The  contract  is  presently  being 
handled  by  the  Marcellos  Disposal  Company  of  Newburyport. 

The  personnel  of  the  Health  Center,  under  its  Visiting  Nurse  Program 
(which  receives  an  annual  grant  from  the  City  of  Newburyport  to  assist 
in  its  works),  conduct  skilled  nursing  visits,  physical  therapy  visits, 
speech  therapy  visits  and  occupational  therapy  visits.  Home  health  aide 
visits  and  communicable  disease  investigations  are  conducted  regularly. 
There  are  also  well-child  clinics,  with  health  promotion  visits,  flu 
clinics  and  tuberculosis  clinics  and  testing. 
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General  problems  with  housing,  foocj,  solid  waste,  water  and  air  pollution 
are  becoming  more  demanding  every  year.  The  office  is  working  very  hard 
to  keep  abreast  of  all  new  and  developing  programs  coming  from  the  state 
and  the  various  departments  therein. 

We  attempt  to  keep  the  general  public  aware  by  making  available  to  them 
the  assistance  and  benefits  which  can  be  realized  through  the  Health 
Department.

The  office  of  the  city  Building  Official  and  Zoning  Administrator  herein 
submits  its  Annual  Report  for  fiscal  year  July  1,  1982  to  June  30,  1983. 


The  office  of  the  Building  Department  is,  under  law,  charged  with  admini- 
stration and  supervision  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  public 
safety-in-buildings  program,  adherence  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
State  Uniform  Building  Code,  the  State  Zoning  Law  and  the  local  Zoning 
Ordinance.  It  is  also  charged  with  overseeing  all  other  specialized  codes 
under  its  jurisdiction  which  are  necessary  and  expedient  to  assure  the 
general  welfare  of  the  community. 

For  matters  of  clarification,  the  Building  and  Zoning  Office  offers  ex- 
planation of  the  various  categories  touched  upon  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties.  Building  Permits  include  all  new  construction  of  any  type-,  i.e. 
single  and  multi-family  dwellings,  industrial  and  commercial  structures, 
detached  garages,  outbuildings,  etc.  Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits 
include  any  works  to  existing  structures  whether  residential,  industrial 
or  commercial.  This  category  also  includes  additions  to  buildings. 
Swimming  Pool,  Display  Sign  and  Demolition  Permits  are  self-explanatory. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  Building,  Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits 
issued,  the  number  has  increased  markedly  in  the  commercial  and  industrial 
areas.  Renovations  and  rehab  to  older  residential  use  structures  within 
the  community  continue  to  increase. 


During  the  past  fiscal  year,  a total  of  420  fee  permits  were  issued,  and 
fees  realized  for  these  city  permits  totaled  $11,721.00.  A breakdown  of 
basic  permit  activity  follows: 


Building  Permits  (39) $5,245,850.00 

Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits  (330) 4,040,488.00 

Swimming  Pool  Permits  (30).... 97,388.00 

Display  Sign  Permits  (21) 11,085.00

Building,  Zoning  and  Miscellaneous  Complaints  investigated  - 45 

Solid  fuel  heating  equipment  (wood  and  coal  burners),  seems  to  be  ever 
increasing.  During  the  last  year  more  than  50  permits  were  issued.  Fol 
lowing  installation,  an  inspection  and  certification  is  made  by  the 
Building  Official,  which  places  a heavy  demand  on  his  time. 


Daily  work  of  the  department  centers  on  consultations,  correspondence, 
telephoning,  and  working  with  the  general  public,  realtors  and  other  pro- 
fessionals including  engineers,  attorneys,  architects,  developers  and 
contractors.  There  has  also  been  a large  call  for  Plans  Reviews  with  the 
new  outgrowth  of  the  city  as  a whole,  not  just  in  the  downtown  area.  It 
is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a surge  in  the  construction  of  new 
single  family  dwellings  in  as  yet  largely  undeveloped  existing  subdivi- 
sions. 


The  Building  Official  attempts  to  make  at  least  5 calls  per  day,  and  the 
demand  for  services  of  the  office  increases  constantly,  even  in  the  so- 
called  "quiet  months."  With  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  other 
regulatory  agencies,  the  Building  Department  looks  forward  to  upcoming 
activity  which  will  further  its  ongoing  programs.  ■>.  /

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This  127 th  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Library 
Director,  Judge  Norman  Espovich  who  passed  away  in  March,  1983.  Judge 
Espovich  was  a member  of  the  Library  Board  for  28  years.  He  worked  with 

3 Head  Librarians  and  6 Mayors. 

The  Newburyport  Public  Library  is  a multi-purpose  organization  which 
endeavors  to  serve  a multi-faceted  community.  Work  with  children  shares 
the  major  objectives  of  the  library.  Maureen  Horgan  Hardin,  Children's 
Librarian,  continued  during  FY  '83  to  extend,  cultivate  and  encourage  life 
long  interests  and  to  promote  individual  enjoyment  of  reading  by  children 
through  the  use  of  the  children's  room  and  organized  children's  programming. 
Reading  clubs  for  grades  -4,  kindergarten  story  hours  and  a 6 week  film 
festival  filled  the  ^982  summer  schedule.  During  the  fall  70  children 
enrolled  in  the  library's  pre-school  story  hour.  Twenty-five  children 
in  grades  3-8  enjoyed  a 3 week  program  based  on  fantasy  and  science  fiction 
books.  "Get  Lost  in  a Book",  a program  for  grades  1 and  2 during  Children's 
Book  Week  involved  20  children.  Kindergartners  attended  a Christmas  and 
Hanukkah  program  held  during  the  month  of  December.  Holiday  stories, 
games,  crafts  and  films  were  enjoyed  by  30  children.  Throughout  the  year, 
the  children's  room  was  the  destination  of  local  nursery  school  field  trips. 
The  room  was  also  used  for  Dungeons  and  Dragons  workshops  offered  and  run 
by  several  high  school  students. 

As  Newburyport  is  a community  so  rich  in  history,  the  Library  Board 
has  also  deemed  necessary  to  list  among  our  objectives  the  preservation 
of  the  library's  historical  collection  and  the  dissemination  of  knowledge 
contained  therein.  To  this  end,  after  3 years  of  planning,  the  Virginia 
Hamilton  Room  opened  to  the  public  in  June.  This  room,  with  its  environ- 
mental control  system  insures  that  the  library's  collection  of  Newburyport 
History  and  Genealogy  will  be  available  for  generations  to  come.  The 
majority  of  the  funds  for  the  room  were  from  the  estate  of  Virginia  Hamilton. 
The  required  new  electrical  system  was  funded  through  the  Office  of  Com- 
munity Development.  Shelving  and  furnishing  were  donated  by  the  Friends 
of  the  Library.  Cliff  Whiting,  Library  Director,  organized  a volunteer 
group  to  staff  the  Hamilton  Room.  Training  sessions  were  offered  by  the 
Reference  Librarian  and  the  Head  Librarian.  A grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanitites  also  aided  the  Library  in  its  conser- 
vation efforts.  The  Library,  with  this  matching  grant,  was  able  to  have 

4 detriorating  wall  maps  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  restored  and  encapsu- 
lated. 

There  were  2 other  major  projects  during  FY  '83.  Library  policies 
for  the  children's  library,  weeding,  borrowing,  requests  for  reconsider- 
ation, donations,  and  confidentiality  of  library  records  were  either 
written  or  revised.  In  order  to  comply  with  Chapter  322  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts,  a materials  selection  policy  was  also  drafted.  A 
policy  committee  composed  of  Library  Board  members  Frances  Kelleher,  Marion 
Bryant,  Cliff  Whiting,  and  the  Head  Librarian  met  regularly  to  work  on  the 
policies.  Each  policy  was  submitted  to  the  full  board  for  approval.  The 
third  significant  project  of  FY  '83  was  the  realization  of  a long  term  goal; 
to  initiate  a long  range  building  plan  that  would  eventually  lead  to  the 
provision  of  handicapped  access  to  the  Newburyport  Public  Library.  The 
Head  Librarian  worked  with  architects  from  the  Boston  firm  of  Envirodesign 
on  design  specifications  for  the  library's  Handicapped  Access  Project. 
Architectural  fees  were  paid  for  through  the  library's  participation  in 
Newburyport ' s first  year  Small  Cities  Grant.  Fred  Neidhart  of  the  Office 
of  Community  Development  should  be  commended  for  his  active  role  during 
the  entire  process.  The  architectural  drawings  and  design  specifications 
will  be  the  basis  for  expenditure  of  the  library's  $40,000  award  during 
year  2 and  3 of  the  Small  Cities  Program. 

During  FY  '83  the  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  a very  successful 
Fund  Drive.  I would  like  to  thank  the  Friends'  Board  of  Directors  for 
their  continued  support  and  the  expertise  they  offered  during  the  appeal. 

My  appreciation  is  extended  also  to  the  Library  Board  of  Directors,  the 
library  staff  and  volunteers  who  staff  the  Andrews  Branch,  the  Hamilton 
Room  and  the  Children's  Room.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility 

(of  enforcing  and  interpreting  the  applicability  of  the  Massachusetts 
Wetland  Protection  Act.  With  changes  in  the  law  effective  April,  1983 
and  the  increase  in  construction  activities,  the  Commission  was  extremely 
active  this  year.  The  Commission  acted  upon  some  24  Notices  of  Intent 
which  was  over  twice  the  yearly  normal.  Of  these  24  Notices,  Orders  of 
Conditions  were  issued  for  19  projects;  2 were  denied;  2 were  granted 
on-going  continuances  and  1 was  withdrawn  at  the  applicant's  request. 

The  Commission  was  also  required  to  review  10  Requests  for  Determinations 
of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  rules  and  regulations.  It  was  also 
necessary  to  overview  some  22  on-going  projects  from  previous  years  as 
well  as  give  advice  to  the  public  on  various  land  use  issues.  The 
Commission  is  also  responsible  for  administering  the  Agricultural  Pre- 
servation Restriction  Act;  no  farms  applied  for  this  program  during  this 
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
